A proposed general fund bud- 
get of $695,085 was approved 
by the Phoenix School District 
No. 4 budget board at a recent 
meeting. 

This compares with the cur- 
rent year general fund budget 
of $653,088. Increase is due to 
teacher salaries and school site 
purchase. Additions of four 
new teachers because of in- 
creased enrollment, and two 
teachers for the retarded pro- 
gram, which is required by the 
state by 1962, is included in 
the teacher item, as are the 
regular salary increments to 
maintain teachers on the salary 
Schedule adopted in 1960. Oth- 
er budget items remained the 
Same or where decreased.

Only Scratch Paper? 


© CHOOL desks have come a long way from split 
logs to hard surfaced laminated plastic tops. But 
regardless of the progress of desk manufacture, stu- 
dents who use these desks have failed to progress 
along with them. They still cannot seem to avoid 
scratching, drawing, or cutting deep grooves into 
a desk surface. Let us examine the prevailing facts 
and see if such a folly is avoidable. 

To begin with, a student generally wantonly 
destroys a desk surface in a period of boredom. Hav- 
ing nothing else to pass time with, he brings forth a 
sharp object and digs a name or picture deep into 
the wood. The next day, he may even regret his ac- 
tions because he has to write over them. This de- 
structive boredom can be avoided by reading, draw- 
ing on some scratch paper, or if complete despera- 
tion develops, try listening in class. 

During tests or studying, a student has a nat- 
ural tendency to figure or compute on a desk top. 
This is entirely unnecessary due to the presence of 
available scratch paper. Teachers very seldom ob- 
ject to using a clean sheet of paper for figuring. In 
fact, they prefer it to marred desk tops. ; 

In summary, try to remember that a piece of 
paper can be thrown away; a badly scarred desk can- 
not. Your name engraved in a desk will only bring 
ill feeling instead of admiration from those who have
